Priceless documents of the

historic value, the property of the fril- 
led States nnn its people possibly mnv 
be saved from the danger of fire and 
Ihi't't by action r>f con'.rres'* prior to 
adjournment.

For a great many years various or- 


ganizations of the country, scholar*, 
research men, and persons p»tri»tlea*- 
ly inclined, have been urging congress 
to take means to pres«rve for *n tl»« 
the historic paperb which Uncl«'SNi«» 
owns. These papers are Invaluable t«r 
research purposes, to say nothing of 
their sentimental value. Some of these 
archives have escaped damage by fire 
on several occasions 
only by 
the 


prompt action 
of government em- 


ployees and the fire department. 


Congress always has recognized the 


danger to the documents and always 
has been ready to say they should be 
saved. While money in the past was 
generally forthcoming for other struc- 
tures less important from a historic 
and sentimental point of view, the plea 
of economy has prevented action to 
save these priceless records of the 
past. 


All Archives in One Building. 


Every winter students, men who in- 


tend to write articles or exhaustive 
histories, come to Washington to con- 
sult the records. They are compelled 
to go hither and yon to find what they 
want. Some things are in the Congres- 
sional library, others in the War de- 
partment, others in the library of the 
Navy department and others in this 
department and that department. The 
plan is, if the archives building meas- 
ure shall pass, to gather all the 
archives together and to place them in 
the new building where they will be 
catalogued and made accessible under 
proper conditions to the seeker after 
information—and all this in absolutely 
fireproof surroundings. 


It may be that the original copy of 


the Declaration of Independence, which 
is accounted the most valuable of all 
the government's 
paper 
or parch- 


ment 
possessions, 
will 
be 
kept 


where it 
is 
today, in a 
corner 


of a vault in the State, War and Navy 
building. It is saict that the Declara- 
tion will be safe where it is now 
even if the building in wnich the vault 
is located should be destroyed by fire. 
Whatever is done with the Declara- 
tion, it is certain that all the other 
records 
and 
archives, except 
the 


modern ones in almost daily use, will 
be moved to the new building. 


The Declaration of Independence is 


shown only on the rarest of occasions. 
Light affects ink, and it is said there 
are evidences of fading. A facsimile 
of the Declaration is on public view al- 
most constantly. 


Within the keeping of the govern- 


ment are letters, orders, and communi- 
cations of various kinds concerning all 
the wars and greater peace activities 
in which the government has been en- 
gaged. 
There 
are 
documents of 


Colonial tunes, of Revolutionary war 
times, of early days of the established 
republic, of the times of the Seminole, 
the Mexican, the Civil, the Spanish 
and the World wars. The autographs 
attached to these letters if placed at 
public auction would bring a fairly 
staggering sum of money. The govern- 
ment looks at these documents not 
only from the cash value viewpoint, 
but from that of the historic and senti- 
mental. 


Weeks Resents Insult to Harbord. 
The statement of Secretary of War 


AVeeks to the effect that congress has 
offered an insult to Major General 
Harbord, to the government and to 
the United States by recent legisla- 
tive action, has aroused considerable 
feeling in Washington, the preponder- 
ance of which, at least seemingly, is 
charged \\ ith sympathy tor what the 
secretary had to say. 


The house of representatives amend- 


ed the army appropriation bill in such 
ji way a^ to deny retirement pay to 
Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, who, 
upon leaving the active service lifter 
40 years of labor therein, became 
president of the Kudfo Corporation of 
America. 


Tlie reuson that the house took this 


action was because General Harbord 
is to draw some pay from the company 
for ins work, and members of tlie 
house said that some time the cor- 
poration might have dealings with the 
government, and therefore the intima- 
tion was that the genera! might use 
his personal influence with thf govern- 
ment authorities to secure some priv- 
ileges for the corporation. 


General Harbord commanded the 


second division of the American troops 
in one of the most brflliant campaigns 


j in the war. 
Later he served as the- 


I director of the service of supplies in 


i France, a service upon which 
the 


I armies depended for everything which 
j was necessary for operations, food, 
| sjiunitions, and all the things that lie 


between. Ills record is what someone 
has called a monumental one. This is 
perhaps beside the mark in connec- 
Jion with what has been done or is 
l?kely £o be done unless the senate or 
tho President shall intervene. 


To say that General Harbord, be- 


ejuise lie i« on tlie retired list of the 
iifmy, might .use his influence in some 
particular way to seek favors for the 
company for wificii he is working, is 
to say tluU mentally at least he Is dis- 
iionesf, iind perhajls it would go even 
further llian this in suggestion.

cattle that are to be dehorned. Where 
the horns are removed with a clipper 
a strong stanchion may be all that Is] 
necessary, or a dehorning chute can bej 
made if a number have to be removed,! 
but for one or two animals and wherej 
a saw is used a convenient method 1» 
to cast the animal. For this purpose a 
casting harness such as the one shown 
in the illustration and known as the 
English hobble has been used with! 
good results. In fact in throwing an| 
animal for any purpose it will bej 
found a convenient and easy method. 


You can make this by placing a' 


rope hobble around each pastern. Have- 
the hobble tight enough so that it 
it won't slip down over the hoof, but 
loose enough to slip a rope between it 
and the leg.

Distribution of blackleg vaccine by 


the bureau of animal industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, a 
practice which has prevailed for many 
years, was discontinued July 1, and 
public notice was given at the time. 


Discontinuance was the result of an 


item in the agricultural appropriation 
act for the year beginning July 1, 
1922, which reads as follows: "Provid- 
ed further, That no part of this- sum 
shall be used for the manufacture, 
preparation, or distribution of black- 
leg vaccine." 
Frequent requests for 


vaccine continue to reach the bureau 
of animal industry, however, and ap* 
plicants necessarily are advised to- ob- 
tain the vaccine from other sources, 
Since the blackleg vaccine fs no longer, 
distributed by the bureau of animal fa- 
dustry, live stock owners are advised 
that applications for it cannot bs 
granted, and they will avoid delay by, 
applying direct to commercial -con-1 
cerns or other sources.

The old notion w a& that birds be- 


gan to choose their mutes in Febru- 
ary. 
Then Mamis Aurelius Flavius 


Claudius had a bishop of the church 
put to death on 14 Febiuarj, seventeen 
hundred and fifty-two years aii«. The 
bishop became a martyr and a saint 
and because his name wab Valentinus- 
February 14 became his daj, St. Val- 
entine's day. 


It is easy to find some satirical sig- 


nificance in the superposition on the 
calendar of these days, the bishop's 
and the bird's. It takes something of 
the courage of a Christian inurtjr to 
publicly choose p mate. They used to 
draw lots on Sf. Valentine's eve, the

gathered together, making merry. And 
it is safe to suppose that when a 
young man was not pleased with his

Straight hair or the ugly expression 
of the unloved one. Having vented 
his own wrath, he could then show it 
to her, thus &r oiling the evening for 
both of them, but possiblv satisfying 
the "grouch" that at'some seasons af- 
flicts even lovers. 


It's a fortunate thing that the people 


who start customs which are to last 
until the planet cools, have no notion 
of what they are starting. Fancy poor 
old Valentine's dismay as he ascended 
10 the stake, if he ha.d realized that his 
name would be taken in vain by every 
young man making smorous advances 
to a young woman along in the early 
spring—"I am your valentine," not 
knowing that what he was really say- 
ing was, "I am your martyr." And 
those Chaucerian boys and girls, meet- 
Ing to choose Valentines—fancy the 
irritated one with a talent for draw- 
ing suddenly -seeing himself at the 
head of a long line of ungallant youths, 
his effort at satire the forerunner of 
all the ugly comics that ever made a 
maiden blush or a matron lose her 
temper.

One of the earliest 
known writers of valentines, or poeti- 
cal amorous addresses, was no less a 
personage than Charles, duke of Or- 
leans. 
Drayton, a contemporary of 


Shakespeare, wrote: 


Muse bid the morn awake. 
Sad winter now declines, 
Each bird doth choose a mate, 
This day's St. Valentine's. 
For that good bishop's sake 
Get up and let us see 
"What beauty it shall be 
That fortune us assigns 


Notwithstanding the reference to 


the "good bishop," many claim that St. 
Valentine had nothing to do with the 
matter beyond the accident of his day 
being used for the purpose.

"The 
Catholic Encyclopedia" tells 


us that at least three different St. Val- 
entines, all of them martyrs, are men- 
tioned in the early martyrologies un- 
der the date of February 14. One is 
described as a priest at Rome, another 
as Bishop of Imeramnia (the modern 
Terni), and these two seem both to 
have suffered in the second half of 
the Third century, and to have been 
burled on the Flamenlan Way, but at 
different distances from the city of 
Home. 
Of both of these St. Valen- 


tines some sort of Acta are preserved, 
but they are of relatively late date 
and of no historical value. 
Of the 


third St. Valentine, who suffered In 
Africa with a number of companions, 
nothing further is known.
